A late Inftance of this 
happen'd to Major Gen. Ge and Commiſ- 
fioner Dr—ke,' who had the Pleaſure to peep 
out of their Graves, and faw who were moſt 
Forward in ſolliciting for their Employments. 
There are ſuch Contraſts in the Buſineſs of 
Authors, Printers and Publiſhers, that to the 
reſt of Mankind are amazing. If the Govern- 
ment chaſtiſe them for any Miſdemeanor, it 
is accounted the greateſt Bleſſing that can be- 
fal them; Puniſhment being a real Benefit, and 
Confinement, the boaſted Liberty of the Preſs.

A Face well furniſh'd out by Nature, 
and a little diſciplin'd, has a great deal of 
Rhetorick in it. A graceful Preſence beſpeaks 
Acceptance, gives a Force to Language, and 
helps to convince by Look and Poſture. But 
every proud illiterate Coxcomb who has ac- 
quir'd a Competency: by ſharping, or ſhop- 
keeping, and ſuch as have got but juſt above 
par in the World, and oftentimes thoſe that

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are much below it, will extravagantly endeavour 
to mimick the Great Ones; yet, with all Aids 
whatſoever, they appear at beſt but like mean 
Copies of fine Originals. The Ludgate- Hil! Hubble, 
the Cheapfide Swing, the City Jolt and Wiggle 
in the Gait, being eaſily perceiv'd through all 
the Arts, the Smarts, and Perts put upon them; 
the fineſt Cloth of Linnen and Woolen, and 
the richeſt Lace being too thin diſguiſes, not 
to be ſeen through by Perſons of ſmall Skill 
and Judgment in thefe flaming Comets: A 
Man may wadale into a Church, or a Coffee- 
Houſe, make a Leg to an Alderman ; Levee 
il a Merchant in his Compting Houſe, D—mn, 
| Dreſs, Drink, and hum over an Opera Tune, 
and do all theſe things tolerably well, and 
be thought a welkbred Perſon, and make 
A | a graceful Figure about Grace-Church-Street : 
if But at St. James's he ſhall not be able to 
L paſs Muſter, but muſt be plac'd among the 
aukward Men, or elſe be return'd like a 
Counterfeit Guinea, that won't go. I have 
known that neither a Remove to the moſt poliſh'd 
Part of St. James's, from Cornhill or Leaden-Hall, 
nor a compleat Plumb, nay, even the Mirror of 
Knighthood it ſelf, has not been able to eraſe the 
Impreſſions that a Counter, a Leathern-Apron, or a 
Livery, have left upon a Man's Manners. 'Though 
ſuch a Deference do the People in ſome of 
the dark Corners of the Kingdom pay to 
Dreſs and Appearance, that I heard of a Man 
| wha 
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who was only a Helper in the Royal Stables» 
that went down to the Place of his Nativity, 
in S«u:h-I/ales, in an old Scarlet colour d Coat 
with a little tarniſh'd Lace upon it, and was 
met at ſome Miles diſtant from the Town, by 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Capital Burgeſſes, 
in their Formalities. Nor can any be ignorant 
of che Story of an Arch Fellow, who in the 
Habit of a Teoman of the Guard, impos d 
himſelf upon the Town of Freome in Somerſet- 
ſbire, for the unfortunate Sophy of Perfia, driven 
abroad by his rebellious Subjects, and there- 
by cheated the People of Three Thouſand 
Pounds and upwards; the ill Effects of which 
Impoſture, I am told, are felt by that unhappy 
Corporation to this very Hour. Let Perſons of 
Condition ſtrive rather to be richer in their 
Diſpoſition, than the rude Vulgar; let them 
put on a better Humour, wear a finer Under- 
ſtanding, and ſhew a more ſhining Fortitude ; 
let them appear remarkably Juſt, Inoffenſive 
and Obliging. This is the beſt way of diſtin- 
guiſning by the Qualities of the Mind.

{elves into, by a too free Converſation with them, 
and inveigh'd bitterly againſt ſome late Pro- 
cecdiugs of the Law; adding, if a ſpeedy Stop 
was not put thereto, there would be an end 
of Society : He invited me to his Lodgings, and 
faid a great many ſoft and kind Things to me. 
An elderly Gentlewoman who ſat on my right 
Hand, in a ſhort Silk Chak, with a Number of 
Patches on a wrinkled Face, hearing this, fell 
upon the Man in a moſt unmerciful Manner, 
{aying, it was along with ſuch Villains as he, 
that ſhe was reduc'd. in the World; that Time 
had been when ſhe could boaſt of as fine a Covey 
of ſound, plump, and juicy Sluts in her Houſe, 
as any Gentlewoman in London, and had kept 
Eighteen of as good Feather-Beds going, as a 
Brace of Fornicators need deſire to regale their 


Limbs upon; but that now, what with China 
Shops, Hackney Cogcles, Taverns, and theſe en- 
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dorfing Sons of B- ches together, it was as much 
as ſhe could do, to make both Ends meet ; and 
ſolemnly declar'd that ſhe did not foul more tha 
a dozen Pair of Sheets in a whole Week: This ſhe 
expreſs d with Tears in her Eyes, and farther 
ſaid, ſhe had in her Cnftody at that Inſtant a 
pretty black Ey'd Filley, of about Fifteen,who could 
carry the Weight of a Knight, and had never 
yet been Back d, but that the Buſineſs had been 
ſo ſpoil'd of late by theſe Practices, ſhe doubt- 
ed whether ſne ſnould be able to make the 
Meney that ſne had coſt in fetching from 
Lancaſhire. | | q 
TowarDs Buckingham-Houſe, I obſerv'd 
a great Concourſe of Freiguers, of almoſt all 
Nations, and Numbers of others very attentive 
to them; the Former I was inform'd were 
moſtly Secretaries ro Ambaſſadors and Envoys, and 
the Latter ſome true born Engliſh Folks, who 
were learning the modern Languages from their 
Diſcourſes. I ſcarce ever yet met with an 
Italian Tumbler, a German Mountebank, or a 
French Razor-maker, who did not ſtile him- 
ſelf Secretary to ſome or other. of the Foreign 
Minifters; ſo that I have known a Reſident 
who has no: had above Four Perſons in his 
Retinue, have about Three Hundred of theſe 
Sort of Secretaries in his Service at a time. 
I was once invited to an Ervoy's Houſe at 
St. James's, by one of theſe Gentlemen, who 
entertain d me in his Appartment adjoining

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to the Kitchen, over the Affairs of which, I 
ſoon found he preſided, being Secretary and 
Comptroller of the Cook's Accompts; he had more- 
over, the Favour and Protection of his Maſter, 
in an eſpecial Manner: His Excellency being a 


Gentleman of that gracious Diſpoſition, that I 
heard he had beſides, at that Time under his 


Care and Protection, within the Weekly Bills of 
Mortality, a far greater Number of Souls, 
than the Prince his Maſter had Subjects in his 
Dominions. 

Tux Puniſhments that Heaven has inflicted 
on an intemperate, debauch'd Life, are no 
where more manifeited, than on the Walk call'd 
Conſtitution- Hill, in the Upper-Park: Here a 
Libidinous Lord, cramp'd in Motion, and tar- 
niſh'd in Colour, is ſeen limping between two 
Supporters, plagu'd with impracticable Wiſhes ; 
next, a Publicł-Spirited Woman of Faſhion, who 
has worn her ſelf out in the Service of her 
Country, appears rewarded with a thin meagre 
Viſage, and an intire Demolition of her 


Charms and Features: Then a Wretch with 


ſurly Looks, becauſe that Nature has not 
altered her Courſe, and exempted him from 
the common Fate, wrangling with Diſeaſes, thar 
Penury and Self-denia! have brought upon him: 
But the moſt tragical Scene that has been 
known upon this Spot, was, that one Day 
when one of theſe Dry Sticks of Human Nature, 


whoſe my had been ſo emaciated by Purges, 
Saliva- 
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Sali vatiom, and ſuch other Evacuations, that 
he was by a ſudden Guſt of Wind carried up 
into the Air, and never more heard of. To 
rr which Accidents for the future, all our 

perienc'd Whore-Maſters and Whore-Miſ- 
creſles in the ſame Circumſtances, fix themſelves 


now in Chairs, and have Men ſtanding by to 
watch them; and others, ſuch as poor Players 


and petty Clerks, in the Offices whoſe Salaries 


wont bear ſuch Conveniences, have found out 
a Contrivance almoſt as good, which is, to 
carry leaden Weights in their Pockets. 

Iz we look back into the original State of 
many things, we ſhall be ſurpriz d to find the 
Improvements they have undergone, and the 
Grandeur they have attain'd, from their firſt low 
Beginnings. Poetry took its Riſe from Hymns 
and Proverbial Sayings; the Majeſty of Tragic 
Heroes, which of old was confin'd in. Waggons, 


now vaunts at eaſe, under ſtately Roofs.

No Hoops or Stays 
fene d her from his rough ,Embraces ; nor

Virtue, to. with-hold her Charms from the. 
deſiring Lover, 
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grees they refined to cuckold their Husbands, 
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Coguxrar was a much more modern Vice, 
introduc'd when Altars were rear d to their 
Worſhip, and thoſe coarſe, homely Matrons 
were transformed into Goddeſſes, Farewel the 
Charms of Innocency, and that lovely Sim- 
plicity, with which Nature had cloath'd hh 
Theſe Goddeſſes forgot their priſtine State of 
Dependency ; long Services, Sighs and Pro- 
teſtations, were now the only Means of making 
way to their Favours. Poets with florid Com- 


plements raiſed them to a Degree of Divinity, 


that the Gods often forſook the heavenly 


Manſions to be happy in their Arms, and were 


ingenious in contriving the Forms to court 


their Miſtreſſes. Twas no wonder then, that 


theſe new- made Idols ſoon abandoned their Fig 


Leaves, and were trick d up in all the various 


Colours their Fancies could invent: All that 


ſhin'd on'Shells and Rocks, were brought from far: 


Half Nature laboured for the Embelliſhment of 
their Perſons: The Silk-worm now ſpins, the 


Sheep bears its Fleece, and the Leopard its Skin, 
for this Favourite of the World. Is it eaſy to 
imagine that Wars and Diſtractions would ariſe 
from this extravagant Adoration, and Mankind 
be ſeverely puniſhed for offering up Sacrifice to 
a falſe Deity : For Women were framed ſub- 
je& to our Wills, the Property of our Defires ; 
and the Drudgery of beating Children, was 


impos'd on them by Nature, By gentle De- 
and 
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and. aſſerted Sovereignty in Domeſticks; for 
the Man's old Charter, to enjoy her, and abandon 
her at will, was forfeited ; ſhe was incorporated 
with him, and they. were Fellow-ſufferers in 
the Marriage Warſare. Even in thoſe elder 
Times, they adhered ſo cloſe to the rigid

Matrons are exploded, and counted Ill Breed- 
ing but to know them ; your Pin-money (the

J was once at an Annual Club-Feaſt of

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Lead and Velvet, The New Diſtemper, &c. and 
one Man more impious than the reſt, drank

The Barriſter inſiſted 
very ſtrenuouſly on the CentineP's producing the 
Statute in this Caſe made and provided, and cited 
ſeveral Precedents and Autherities to prove the 
Lawfulneſs of p—ſing againſt the Palaces, 
which he ſaid had been practiſed in all Ages 
and Nations, without Interruption, till this 
Time. 'The Soldier declared that the Sum in

ſtanding Laws of the Kingdom, no Man ought 
to be fined, or amerced, but in a regular and 
Judicial Way, and fairly offered to ſubmit it 
upon this Iſſue, That if the Soldier would un- 
dertake to prove the Offence was not a lawful 


and neceſſary Occaſion, in which all the free- 


born Subjects of England were to be protected, 


he would ſtand convicted. After the Caſe had

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been thus ſpecialh argued for near three Quar- 
ters of an Hour, the Mob call'd out for the 
Queſtion the Queſtion, which was ſtated and put 
as follows: © Reſoly'd that it appears to this

* Leonard Lack-ſhirt, of the third Regiment of

* boſe a Cauſe ſo early in the Term”: 

Taz Pariſhioners of St. Clement Danes would 
fain appear more polite than their Neighbours, 
by breeding up their Sons, and ſometimes even 
their Daughters to pratfiſe the Law; but I am 
ſorry to ſay that this, conſider d as a Profeſſzon, 
is attended with Conſequences very fatal to Fa- 
milies: For though our Seats of Juſtice are fill'd 
with Men from whom we may expect all that 
is equal and juſt, yet by the Turm and Ma- 
nagements of the inferior Practitioners in the 
Courts, our Approach to them is made ſo in- 
tricate and expenfive, that they, who are oblig d 
to ſue for their own in the Common Forms, 
are frequently undone, even though they obtain 
the Verdict in their Favour. The Subject of all 
Converfation this way, eſpecially in Term- time,

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turns upon Actions, Coſts, Damages, Bills, Writs of 
Tngui ry, and Error, Demurrers, Exceptions, Repli- 
cations, Rejoinders, &c. Some Years ago an Ho- 
neſt Shopkeeper here, charitably entertained a 
ſtarving Attorney four or five times a Week at 


bis Table; the Ingrate at laſt brought in a 


Bill upon his kind Benefactor, charging him 
35. 4d. as an Attendance for every Meal he 
nad eaten in his Houſe; and, as I am told, 
ſued and recover'd it, which prov'd the Ruin 
of the innocent Tradeſman, who was forced 
to go off ſoon! afterward, I have heard it was 
from this. Misfortune came the Proverb, He has 


eat me out of Houſe and Home. 


Ix one Michaelmas Term having ſome extraore 
dinary Buſineſs at the Ra! Exchange, I was 
making the beſt of my way thither on Foot; 
at Temple Bar the People preſſing and throng» 
ing along, gave me a light Joſtle againſt a Per- 
ſon I had never ſeen before; the Man did 4 
complain of any Injury done him, and I paſſed 
forward about my Buſineſs; but by the Time 1 
had reached to 4 End of Modaſtreet in Cheap- 
fide, two Fellows came up to me, and I was 
arreſted in an Aion of 1000 J. for an Aſault 
and Battery; a North Country Sollicitor having, 
it ſeems, advis'd the Plantiff to this ſuprizing 
Proceeding in fo very ſhort a Time. 

I wovrp have none of my Readers be ſur- 
priz'd, to hear that in this Part of the 'Town, 
there reſides a little Harlequin Dog, who hath 
| a 
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a graceful Aſpect, a well ſhap'd Body, and as 
handſome. a Set of Teeth, as any Beau at 
George's; this amiable Aimed rents a large 
Houle, and hath a good Number of Servants 
at his Commazd, his Neighbours allow him to 
be a good Liver; the Creature Eats, Drinks, 
and wears of the beſt, and behaves much better 
than a great many High-flyers who pretend, but 
practice nothing of Religion ; for he goes con- 
ſtantly every Sunday to Church, having two Ser- 
vants in handſome Liveries, and a Gentleman 
always in his Chariot to attend him thither. 
Tus young Templers and City-Beaus to their 
Immortal Honour, have one Talent for Conver- 
ſation, I mean the Art of introducing a Green 
Purſe with fifty Guineas in it, into ev 
Diſpute, and judiciouſſy chinking them in the 
Hand, to the utter Confuſion of the deſtitutg 
Opponent: This Method is pradticed viſibly 
enough every Day, in every Coffee-Houſe about 
Fleet-Street ; 1 therefore recommend it to all 
my wealthy and dear Pupils, if ever they are 
in Danger of being beat out of their Argument, 


that they would only remember to wager their 


Purſe in Defence of it, eſpecially if they ſuſpeq : 
the Antagoniſt's Incapacity; Silence then enſues, 
and the Victory is ſure. I have often (as well 


as my Brother Authors) ſubmitted to thus 


ſhameful Defear. 


Tnaxx is nothing ſo neceſſary inConyerſation 
as a Diamond Ring, tho' moſt Authors are 


filent 
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filent about it; the Art of uſing it is ſtill more 
neceſſary than the Thing it ſelf. A juſt Ex- 
tention of the Arm, towards the Cloſe of a 
Period, and thereby a proper Diſcovery of the 
Þriliant on the little Finger, adds an irreſiſt- 
able Force to every Argument; and this I 
believe is a true Reaſon why the Left- Hand 
has a greater Share 1 in every Debate, than the 
Right. Now tis a Misfortune to ſuch plain 
— as my ſelf, who are not bleſs'd with 
the Gift of Perſuaſion by a Diamond, but are 
only endued with a pair of Ruffles, which are 
impartially conferr d on either Hand, that our 
Reaſoning is as unſucceſsful as if we had ne er 
an Hand at all. My Advice to my Fellow- 
Sufferers, is (what I rake my ſelf) never to 
extend both Hands at once, in the Warmth 
of Diſpute, upon any Pretence of the Motion's 
being ſo very eafy and familiar, or that both 
are equally qualified for Controverſy with 
RufMes; for, beſides the Robuſtneſs and Vio- 
lence of the Action, we make it thereby ſelf- 
evident that we want that great Talent of a 
Diſputant, à fine Ring; therefore my Method 
is ever to extend only the Right-Hand, and 
reſerve the other in my Boſom, or in a Glove, 
or under the Table; which (as I with Pleaſure 
obſerve) gives the ingenious Antagoniſts ſome 
Perplexity, to diſcover whether I really want 
that Accompliſoment; or elſe depending on my 
own Superiority in the Queſtion, I ſcorn to 

bring 
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bring forth a deciſive Argument to inſult their 
Incapacity. 

Bur I who oralel my ſelf a Maſter i in the 
Art of modern Converſation, muſt by no means 
ſuffer my Pupils to be ignorant that there are 
other Auxilliary Arguments of great Uſe in 
Converſation, beſides the Triumphant one as 
bovementioned. A Pair of Ruffles were once 
very ſucceſsful, but are now grown ſo common 
that their Force is loſt, unleſs they are of the 
lac'd Sort; and here now ariſes great Diſputes 
among the Literati at Dicks, and the Rainbow, 
whether the Mechlin or Bruſſels be preferable; for 
my part I have ſearch'd into this Controverſy, 
with all the Care that the Importance of it 
deſerves, and muſt confeſs, that in my poor 
Opinion, the Bruſſels has infinitely the Preſe- 
rence, both in Antiquity and Succeſs ; having 
diſcover'd by diligent Inſpection into antiens 
Copies, that Cicero in all his Orations us d 
Bruſſels Lace, both for his Bands and Ruffles ; 
tho at the ſame Time (for I would not ſup- 
preſs any 'Truth) it muſt be own'd, that the 
Beaus ſoon after that Age, run into the Uſe 
of Mechlin: As for my Telf, I have ſo much 
Love for Peace and Uniformity in Dreſs, that 
to avoid giving} Offence to either Party, I 
content my ſelf with plain Cambrick, aud wiſh 
that both Parties would be perſuaded to lay 
aſide their Prejudices, and fincerely join to 

WY promote 
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promote the Science of dreſſing finely, ſo necef- 
fary to Modern Converſation. 

I covLd ſay a great deal on the Science of 
ſaying nothing in Converſation: It would contri- 
bute prodigiouſly to the Repoſe of publick 
Places, if theſe pert, lively, and very familiar 
Animals the Beaus, were as dumb as the Apes 
of which they are the Repreſentatives : But 
on the other Hand, how inſolent is that ſtiff, 
gloomy-wiſe, Engliſh Silence of ſome of our 
Town Fops, who will not condeſcend even to 
contradi&t you. I cannot omit one Art which 
is fo ſucceſsfully practiſed almoſt in every 
Coffee-Houſe in Town, I mean that of ſtaring 
you out of Contenance. I have known a 
Fellow conſcious of a goed Face, and a better 
Wig, after having meditated on himſelf in the 
_ Glaſs with great Satisfaction, turn round and 
ſtare a young Fellow of ſome Senſe tho more 
Modeſty, out of the Room. 

Bur an Accident that happened one Day in 
a Coffee - Houſe againft St. Dunſtan's Church, gave 
me, and many others, much Diverſion: An 
triſhman ſtanding to adjuſt his Perriwig in a 
Glaſs, a Porter came and deliver d him a Pa- 
per, which when he had open 'd and perus'd, 
he tos'd into the Fire, waiting the burning of 
it with ſome Attention, and then look d grave 
and ſedulous: A Gentleman preſent, ask d him 
if he had received any ill News? No, anſwers 
the Beau, tis only a Challenge from a Noble 

Lord, 
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Lord, whoſe Hand Whiting I am untuiling ſpould 
be hereafter produc d, let the Conſequence of - the 
air be what it will, Tn a Moment after, en- 
ter'd a little dirty Waſher-woman, in a moſt con- 
founded Paſſion, houdly complaining of the In- 
juſtice he had done her, in firing her Bill before 
he had fatisfied the Contents of it. 

Ram- Alley, one of the Temple Avenues, is, 
Im told, the Night Scene of à great deal of 
obſcure Gallantry, among Serjeants Clerks and 
Judges Footmen ; a Market where Half Pence 
paſs in current Payment, and abundance of 
dirty Love ready made is hung out to Sale, and 
at reaſonable Rates. I remember a Female 
Practitioner, who had undergone-a great deal 
of Bodily Exerciſe in the Temple, being once 
carried before the late Sir John Per,” when 
the Proſtitute impudently told: his Worſhip, 
that had ſhe as much Law in ber Head as ſhe 
had in her Tail, ſhe doubted not thaking one 4 the 
ableft Council in the Kingdom. F 

NorTHINnG is ſo apt to fling me into the 
Spleen, as harſh Noiſes and uncouth Sounds; 
a Sow-gelder's Horn, or a Poet's repeating his 
own Verſes, never miſſes to ſet my Spirit and 
my Teeth on Edge. Let this warn a little 
Gentleman with a great Voice, who generally 
ſtands with his Back to the Fire in a great 
Coffee-Houſe near the Temple, not to pour 
any more of his Poetry into my Ear; for it 
always turns my Stomach, and puts me into a 

moſt 
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moſt perverſe Humour. I know he cannot he!p 
it, for by long Obſervation, I find that as ſoon 
as the Heat of a good Coal Fire inſpires his Po- 
feriors, his Wit and Verſes riſe forcibly from 
below, and bubble in great Profuſion out at his 
Mouth. 

AmziTtion and Pride are tragical and mer- 


ry, according to the Objects which they are 
employ'd about. Of the miſchievous Part I 


having nothing to ſay, but a Word or two of 
the Diverting. When a Man's Vanity is 


ſtrongly ſet upon any one Thing, he commonly 


grows negligent of every thing elſe, though of 
infinite more Worth. Thus, if Dreſs and Fine- 
ry are his Study, good Senſe and Underſtand- 
ing will be neglected and unpriz d; and while 
the Body is very Spruce, the Mind will be an 
errant Sloven. 'This perhaps is a very good 
Reaſon why moſt Beaus are Blockheads. On 
the other Hand, Men who addict themſelves 
wholly to Philoſophy and Speculation, are as 
ſcandalouſly wanting in the common and neceſ- 
ſary Rules of Life and Action: Their Know- 
ledge makes them Idiots, and while they igno- 
rantly deſpiſe all the reſt of Mankind, all Man- 
kind knowingly deſpiſe them. 

Tax is often great Pride in the Contempt 
of Pride, and I have known more Conceit and 
Inſolence in a plain primitive Coat, than in an 
embroiderd Suit The Ladies too have 

their Topicks of Ambition: Some glory in 
| : their 
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their Faces, ſome in their Jellies, and ſome in 
their Devotion; ſo that before you attack 
their Hearts, you muſt narrowly watch their 
Affections. | 

1 nav often ſpoke with Jeſt and Contempt 
of the Levees of the Great; but as I have 
lately changed my Thoughts on this matter, 
I muſt change my Language too, and confeſs 


that there is a great deal 1n it. Since I have 
been an Author, I my ſelf have had a Levee, 


in which I find a ſenſible Pleaſure, and Titi- 
lation of Mind; my Bookſeller's Prentice, and 
my Printer's Boy, vulgarly called a Devil, are 
conftant in their Attendance upon me every 
Morning. Their cautious, quiet manner of 
aſcending the Stairs, for fear of moleſting my 
Ears; the diſtant Look and Cringe with which 
they approach me, and the Pains they take to 
captivate my Good-will, and to ſhew their 
own, are all ſuch Inſtances of their Reſpect 
and my Importance, that rather than part 
with theſe dutiful Retainers, and theſe Points 


of Digniry, I will be an Author as long as I 


live. For the Inſtruction of other Great Men, 
in this weighty Aﬀair of the Levee, I am 
pleas'd to publiſh my Method of managing 
thoſe humble courtly Gentlemen, that compoſe 
mine: Sometimes to give them a deep Idea of 
my Gravity and Attention to ſtudy, I do not 
vouchſafe to ſee them in a Quarter of an Hour 
after they are come into my Preſence, but keep 

(3 2 muſing 
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muſing or reading, while they ſtand waiting 
in great Patience, and in ſuch awful Silence, 
that their very Breath ſeems to ſtand ſtill, in

Sometimes to ſhew 
them my wonderful Vivacity and Penetration, 
I catch the Meſſage out of their Mouths, and 
repeat the whole of it to them, before they 
have told the half of it to me; to this I add 
an Air of great Activity and Diſpatch, to let 
them ſee that I can do any thing, At other 
Times, to ſhew them that I can practice In- 
dolence and Heavineſs, as much as becomes a 
Great Man, on occaſion I am prodigious ſlow 
in underſtanding what they ſay, and make 
them repeat their Buſineſs ten Times over at 
leaft ; from hence likewiſe tis hoped they will 
conceive my Thoughs to be exercis d in deeper 
Matters. Now and then, when they are gone 
from me, I call them back again, purely for 
the Pleaſure of ſeeing with what Haſte and 
Eagerneſs they return full ſpeed, to catch my 
Commands, when I have none for them. When 
I am in a very good Humour, and would give 
them an extraordinary Mark of my Grace and

Affability, I admit them to ſtir the Fire, or 
bruſh my Stockings; or (when their Hands are 
clean) to tye on my Turnover ; Theſe Acts of 
Favour, which are the more valuable for being 
rare, never miſs giving them the utmoſt En- 
couragement and Alacrity. 

I am led by the Regard which I bear to 
good Company, to divert my Reader with the 
. Hiſtory of an Entertainment I met with at the 
Houſe of a Citizen in the Ward of Farringdon 
without , during the late Chriſtmas-Holydays. 
When I went in, I found the Dining-room 
full of Women, to every one of whom I made 
a profound Bow, and was repaid in a whole 
Circle of Courteſies: Having after ſome Cere- 
mony taken a Seat among them, we had 
profound Silence for near half a Minute, not- 
withſtanding the Number of Females preſent : 
For my part, I had fix d my Eyes upon the 
Fire, meditating with my ſelf, what I had 
beſt to ſay: While I was in this Study, I could 
hear one of them whiſper to another, I believe 
be thinks we ſmoak Tobacco; for my Readers 
muſt know, I had omitted the City Cuftom, 
and not kiſs d one of the Ladies. A Hackney 
Coach ſtopping at the Door, there iſſued out 
of it a ſmart young Fellow, in a well-powder'd 
Campaign, a Suit of ſuperfine Cloth, with a 
pair of lac'd Ruffles at his Wriſts: He enter'd 
the Room, Box in Hand, offering his Snuff to 
every one of the Company, and diſplay'd a 
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fine Diamond Ring, by keeping his Left Hand 
always in Motion, towards his Forehead, and 
began to be very inquiſitive about the Hour 
of the Day, to give himſelf an Opportunity of 
ſhewing us his Gold Watch ; all which he per- 
form'd with aukward Dexterity, but admirable

from the Place. He was inftantly follow'd by 
a ſubſtantial Citizen on Foot, worth about 
five thouſand Pounds, who had trudg'd it from 
Tower Hill, fenc'd only. with a Drab Cloak, 
2gainſt the Inclemency of the Weather, 
Neighbour Jolſon was now the only Gueſt 
we waited for, and he ſoon made his Ap- 
pearance before the Company; a huge Tun- 
belly'd Fellow, with a large, hairy Mole on 
his leſt Cheek, in a thick ſet Frock, cover'd 
over with Silver Buttons, a ſhort, natural Perri- 
wig, the Knee-bands of his Breeches lac'd with 
Silver, with a Silver Watch in his Pocket, 
almoſt as large as a Pewter Porringer ; and on 
his Fingers as many Gold Rings, as he had 
been eſpous'd Years to his Help-mate, I 
pri- 
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privately enquir'd if this was. not the Keeper 
of N—gate, or of ſome other Priſon? and was 
anſwer d No, but that he kept a Publick Houſe 
hard by, and was as ſtaunch a Tory as ever 
piſs'd, and fold a Cup of as humming Liquor 
as ever was tip 'd over Tongue ; and was never 
known to give a Vote on the wrong Side, 
tho' many da—r'd rank Whigs uſed his Houſe.

Aye, and Miſt's too, he ſaid, and hop'd God 
would hive him Grace to take them, and Ald—n 
 P—ſ—n's Beer in, as long as he hy d, and kept a 
Houſe over his Head. Aye marry, ſays p petticoat 
Politician, the Craftſman I think P has paid 
them ¶ this bout, they had better gratified his Mie;

Peereſs. Til aſſure you, anſwers a dilcarded 
Chamber Maid, I Jay a Peereſi too, what would the 
Woman be at ? is not ſhe made a Dutcheſs every 
Afternoon of her Life; If it bent ſo, there are many 
Lyons in the Tower. At Dinner I propos 'd the 
Health of His Majeſty, which occaſion'd a- 
nother profound filence : The Victualler who 
drank next, toaſted to Church and King, and a- 
nother to the Church and Colonel Rob—n: A 
Gentlewoman ſaid Bill and Femmy, ſhe thought 
would not be amiſs, ſince the former had ſo 
warmly eſpous'd his Cauſe. A Jolly red fac'd 
Woman, with a great Wart upon her Noſe, 
ſaid, was it not a but ning Shame that ſo many

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ThouſandPresbyterunts, ſhould be ſuſfer d to live in a 


Proteſtant Country, what warnt the 30th of January 


a coming ? A little Widdow animadverted very 
ſmartly on the Jadignities that had been offer'd 
to the Church, complaining of the Baniſhmenc 
of the meek and pious Biſhop Arr--b-y, the Pil- 
lorying of Parſon Bf ; and laſtly the cutting 
off of Parſon ÞP—=I's —— at the Gallows ; an 
Action ſo barbarous, ſhe ſaid, that it ought never 
'to be forgotten, while there was a true Church- 
woman in the Nation. | 
A s ſoon as we were riſen from Table, our 
great Parliament of Females preſently reſolv d 
themſelves into Committees of Two's and 'Three's 
all over the Dining-Room; and I perceived that 
every Party was upon a different Subject. In one 
Corner there was a learned Gentlewoman, who 
talked much of Steel-Water, and I think ſhe 
ſaid ſomething of opening a Vein in the Ankle:

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Age had been her greateſt Grief, was falling 
into a Diſcourſe about Husbands, Capons, and 
Marrow-bones ; but to my great Sorrow, a call 
to the Tea Table put a ſtop to this delightful 
Controverſy. They went into one Parlour to 
their Tea, and we Men into another Room to 
our Bottle, over which I was entertain'd with a 
tedious Repetition, of the Elections of Common- 
Council- Men, and who I thought would carry it 
for Chamberlain &c.

Lorrain, of pious 
Memory, who was many Years Ordinary of New- 
gate, but he could never attain to the Chaplain- 
ſhip of that Priſon. What is remarkable of this 
Gentleman was, that during his Life, he was

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the Object of almoſt every Body's Scorn; and 
I could never hear of above two People who 
ſpoke favourably of him, and thoſe were the 
Printer and the Publiſher of his Dying Speech Pa- 
pers; nay, the very Criminals whom he attend- 
ed to Execution, were vont to make wry Faces 
at him at the Tree; and one Wretch more 
harden'd than the reſt, made an attempt upon 
Mr. Lorrain's Pocket juſt before he was turn'd 
off. But when the old Gentleman had eſcap'd 
to his Grave, he was univerſally regretted, and 
particularly by his moſt inveterate Enemies, 
who then had recourſe to the old Proverb, 
When the old one's gone, &c. I knew that Mr. 
Lorrain drew the Malice of many Thouſands 
upon him, becauſe he could never be brought 
to join in Opinion with many other Clergymen, 
and Clergywomen, that the Murther of King 
Charles the Firſt, could never be ſufficiently 
atoned for, but by a general Maſlacre of the 
Difſenters: And though the poor Man has many 
times been in Danger of having his Brains 
knock'd out by his Orthodox Neighbours of- 
Newgate-Market for it, he was never able to 
overcome this Weekneſs. 

As I am now got fo near to Little-Britain, I 
muſt beg leave to inform the Inhabitants, that 
the ſame is a Part of his Majeſty's Dominions, 
becauſe certain of them do now and then act as 
if they were of another Opinion.

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Hackney-Coachmen, Porters, and all ſorts of 
Handicrafts abound in Cripplegate Pariſh; *ti 
cuſtomary for a Blackſmith there, after he has 
given himſelf a harder Exerciſe at his Forge 
for ſix Days together, than a Galley-ſlave has 
had at his Oar for a Month, to divert himſelf 
on the Sunday with a ſerious Walk, perhaps as 
far as Reading or Rocheſter, to taſte a Mug of 
ſpecial Two-penny, and return the ſame Day in 
order to repeat his Labour the next; while 
other hail Mechanicks of both Sexes (whoſe 
Garments are under Date and Tribulation) more 
religiouſly keep their Beds, as remembring the 
Sabbath was appointed for a Day of Reſt. 

Tux memorable Pamphlet, call'd The Benefit 
of Farting, was written (as I'm inform'd) by 
an Haberdaſher of Pork and Peaſe, in Fore-ſtreet. 
Neither is this Pariſh leſs noted for producing 
other learned and eminent People, as Aſtrologers 
and Phyficians; though I have heard of ſuch 
Practices and Experiments exercis'd by the 
latter, on the Inhabitants, as would be 
juſtifiable in no other Hal, but that of the 
Apothecaries, 

Wr ſay, that when Nature is deficient in 
one Part, ſhe makes amends in another, and 
the Obſervation is no where ſo true, as in the 
Beggars of this Pariſh; for when ſhe ſends a 
Creature from the Womb Leg-leſs, and of 
conſequence a Dependant upon the next Turner's

as knowing him more inclinable to the Sedentary 
than the Peripatetick Philoſophy.

If ſhe chops off his Arms, 
ſhe in return ſtretches the Hind-pipe, dilates 
the Thorax, and makes him capable of talking 
longer, and more to the purpoſe than a Female 
Scold : For what ſays the honeſt Beggar upon 
his Truſs of Straw in Mooy-fields, of the Paſſen- 
gers? I will have ſome of tbeir Money without 
ſtirring one Foot from this Spot of Earth. Ac- 
cordingly he tunes his Voice, raiſes his Pipe 
to a Pitty-drawing Pitch, and a Shower of 
Copper falls into his Lap, which he converts 
at the next Brandy-ſhop, into true Sterling. 
FasTING has been practiſed by holy Men of 
old, as a means to recommend their Prayers 
and themfelves ro the Acceptance 'of Heaven. 
All Churches have come into the Uſe of it, 
either ar ſtated Times, or occaſionally : But 
now a days, though the Name remains, the 
thing is much laid afide; and on Wedneſdays 
and Fridays, Beef, Mutton, and Poultry, are 
in as good repute as at other Times: There 
are indeed ſome, who with the help of a Quart 
of Chocolate, or a large Piece of Bread and 
Butter in the Morning, are now and then 
piouſſy diſpos d to faſt till che Evening; then by 
eating a double Meal, beg kenden of their

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Appetite for their Godlineſs, and ſacrifice to 
their Belly, for having ſinned againſt it. In 
ſhort, this Generation, whether they have con- 
ſulred carnal Reaſon, or the Example of their 
Teachers, I cannot tell, ſeem to be of Opinion, 
that God Almighty can have no Pleaſure in 
beholding his Creatures ill-favour'd and hide- 
bound; and it muſt be own'd, that his Mi- 
niſters in every Country, keep themſelves ſo 
plump, and in ſuch good Caſe, as if they 
placed bur little Devotion in the Griping of 
the Guts. 

Arrer all, I muft confeſs, that eating is a 
help to good Humour: I know a certain 
Ald——», in the City, who from his firſt get- 
ring up in a Morning, makes it his conſtant 
Employment to ſcold at his Family, till he fits 
down to Dinner, and then the firſt Monthful 
of Pudding calms his fretful Heart, and makes 
him pleaſed with all the World : He is par- 
ricularly fond of Beef, which he calls Proteſtant 
Victuals, and aſcribes the Glorious Victories 
of la Hogue and Hochſtedt to it; and ſays, there

for though they are always ſwearing and pre- 
tending Reverence to the Church, yet the going 
to it, is with them of nothing. 

Tas Diſſenters too, are much degenerated 
from their former way of keeping the Sabbath ; 
I can remember when a Mouth durſt not to 
have open'd on that Day without a Text of 
Scripture, or a Prayer; nay, every Feature 
in the Face, and every Bone in the Body, muſt 
have kept holy the Seventh Day. 'To have re- 
freſh'd the Joints with a Walk, or the Counte- 
nance with a Smile, would have been as bad as 
Murder or Sacriledge, it would have been 
prophaning the Day, and cloſing with the 
Temptation of the Devil: But now, alaſs, 
the Caſe is quite otherwiſe with too many of 
them, who can prefer Sadler s-Mell, to Salter s-

It was enough! the Man has had his

towards the Dog-days he'll go near to be re- 
conciled to his Wife and the Parrot. 

I have not yet taken notice of the numerous 
Band of Petticoat-Penfioners, who are at this time 
in the City, begetting Merchants and Shop- 
keepers. I can no longer forbear acquainting 
my ſober Friends the Citizens, that they often 


pay extravagant Wages to Journey-men that 


never ſtood behind their Counters, nor ſet 
Foot within their Warehouſes. They may think 


it hard to pay an honeſt Porter half a Crown, 
to lug about a brown Muſquet for them when 


the Trained Bands march; But let me tell them, 
they give a much greater Gratuity to a certain 
ſort of Swiſſers that come from St. James's, and 
the ms of Court, and carry Arms in their IN on 
another Occaſion; 

HR is a certain Lady I know this Way, a 
labours to ſeem chaſte, and the Appearance of 
Modeſty cofts her great Pains; if you look at 

her 
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her the Trowns, as though ſhe thought the 
Glance of your Eye the Prelude to a Rape; and 
if you but touch her Hand, though to help her 
to her Coach, or over a Channel, ſhe ſtarts 
from you, and rebukes you with a ſtrangeneſs 
of Aſpect, as if you carried Temptation and 
Unchaſtity on your Fingers ends. When you 
mention a pair of Stockings, ſhe ſhiſts herfelf 
in her Seat; and at the name of a Petticoat ſhe 
leaves the Room: But with all this Shyneſs, 
Froſt and Virue, which are inſeparable from 
ther at Home and at Viſits, Col. Strong-back, 
when he meets her at her Mlliner in Leadet» 
hall-ftreet, finds her as ready to ſtrip at Noon- 
day, as a Guardian is to cheat his Ward, or a 
Bride to be put to Bed. Her Husband, who 1s 
an honeſt tippling Cit, but never fſerv'd an 
Appremiceſnip to Wit or Plotting, cries that 
his Wife is ſo damn d rigid to every thing which 
wears a Beard, that he cannot humour his Cu- 
Tiolity, by taſting the Pleaſure or Pam of Jea- 
| louſy. At this Madam grunts and ſhakes her 
Head, and reproves him for his beaftly Talk; 
'adding, that were he married to fome vile 22 
man, he would ſoon be cur d of his Longing. 
Hereupon, the quiet Chriſtian tells her with a 
Kils, that ſhe's a little Fol, and knows nothing 
but Ignorance and Virtue. 

T xx unſufferable Behaviour of our City Ap- 
prentices is (it may be hop d) come to its height, 
their Meaſure of Impudence may be ſaid to be 

1 quite 
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quite full: For ſuch an amazing Change, is 
there upon the Face of Things in this City, that 
one would almoſt think there were no ſuch Peo- 
ple as Apprentices or hired Servants in Being. 

Ir is within the Memory of Man, that all 
the Apprentices of Merchants, Lawyers and 
Mechanicks, as well in London as in other 
Places, ſubmitted to the moſt ſervile Employ- 
ments of the Families that entertain'd them, 
ſach as the Toung Gentry, their Succeſſors in the 
ſame Station, ſcorn ſo much as the Name . of 
now. They clean'd their own and their Mafter's 
Shoes, brought Water into the Houſes from 
the Conduirs in the Streets, which they carried 
on their Shoulders, in long Veſſels call'd Tan- 
kards; they waited at Table on their Maſters, 
wore Bands, and had the fore-part of their 
| Heads crop'd or ſhorn, according to the Method 
obſerv'd at this Time in the Blue-Coat Hoſpital. 
It was the Cuſtom of thoſe Days, for the Maſter 
of an Handicraft Trade to be follow'd to 
Church on a Sunday by all his Houſhold, the 
Apprentice sarm'd with their Bibles and Prayer- 
Books cloſing the Proceſſion; a Sight and 
Practice well becoming a Proteſtant City. Then 
might a Poet as ſoon be catch'd with Fifty 
Pieces in his Pocket, as a Prentice in a Tippling- 
Houſe in the Time of Divine Service; no, then 
on the Lord's Day, the Paths of the Goſpel 
- were found more pleaſant than thoſe of Green- 

wich- Park, Hampſtead, and Iſington, 
ER | Bur 
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Bor behold how the Caſe is alter d; for 
now Apprentices are ſo very far from ſtooping 
to ſuch Things as theſe, that tis very rarely 
they will condeſcend to open or ſhut the Shop 
Windows, much leſs to ſweep the Shop or 
Warehouſes, but their Maſters are obliged to 
keep Porters and Footmen to wait upon the 
Appreatices, and do all thoſe Things for them ; 
To far are they now from cleaning their Maſter's 
Shoes, that perhaps a Maſter might have a Pair 
ſent at his Head for propoſing ſuch a Queſtion ; 
and I believe, as Times go, there's hardly an 
Apprentice within the Bills of Mortality, that 
would care to lie under the Reproach of clean- 
ing his own Shoes for Twenty Guineas. 
A Bor is now no ſooner bound to one of the 
meaneſt labouring Trades, but his firſt Concern 
is to equip himſelf after the Example of other 
Apprentices: He muſt have to wear on Sundays 
and Holydays, a Suit made after the neweſt Faſhi- 
on, a fair Perriwig of about three or four 
Pounds Price; ſilver Buckles to his Shoes; his 
Shirts muſt be of fine Holland, ſet off with 
Cambrick Boſoms; and if he thinks fit to deſiſt 
from wearing Ruffles in the firſt Year of his 
Servitude, tis look d upon as a Token of great 
Modeſty and Humility. The Name of a Free- 
man of London having prevail'd fo much upon 
the Nomen in Wapping and Weſtminſter, that 
they will do all this, and a great deal more, 
{though they put themſelves to the utmoſt

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Streights and Difficulties) but their Sons ſhall,

Tais makes them ſo far from being ſubjected 
to their Maſters, or to their family Diſeipline, 


that they think it hard to have any Enquiry 


made after them when they go out, and keep 


oftentimes later Hours than their Maſters, and 


as often are pleas'd to come home- in- Drink ; 


and nothing is more common than Maſters to 
meet their Men on a Sunday mounted on Horſe- 


back, or riding in Haekney Coaches, While 
themſelres have been contented to walk on 


= Foot; all which their Maſters have ſcarce the 


Authority ro reſent or queſtion them about. _ 
Tais unſufferable Liberty is nor ſo much 
granted by the Muſter, as it is aſſumed by the 
Apprentices; and if at any time Words ap- 
pen between them, tis very ſeldom but that 
the Servant is as high as the Maſter; and 
ſcorning to give an Account of his Excurſions, 
takes it very ill to be examined, and much 
worſe. to be reſtrained. The Effects of which 
Inſolence is, that there are more Apprentices 
ruin'd by theſe Liberties, than one would think 
it was poſſible could be found in the whole 
City. All manner of Wickedneſs are practiſed 
by them, and as they are generally but Youths, 
have their Pockets unadviſedly ſupply'd with 
 Monies by their Relations, and thus aſſuming 
Time and Liberty to ſpend it, they indulge 
themſelves | in all ſorts of Vices, For-
